THINKS WAR WILL LAST TWO 
YEARS 


Winnipeg, Phen 30,—Charles F. 
Law, a big financial man of Van- 
couver, stopped off in Beh 98-4 
for an hour Thursda t on 
his way home from bg on and 
Paris. While in London he dined 
with Right Hon. David Lioyd- 
George and Sir George Perley, 
Canadian high commissioner. Mr. 
Law is, strongly of the opinion 
that the war will last two or 
even three years. He says that 
Germany is prepared to fight to 
the last ditch. Even the women 
will join in the fighting if need 
be. The Germans, he says, are 
well prepared for a long struggle 
and if there is a short war it 
will be due to economic reasons. 
Among the chief factors which 
the Kaiser will have to fight is 
the shortage of nitrate which 
enters so largely in the manufac- 


ture of ammunition, Also, he 
says, that nitrate is also used 
to a large extent in. fertilizing 


products’ and the lack of it will 
work serious handicaps to the 
agriculturists who do so much 
intensive farming. 

Mr. Lloyd-George, he says, is 
most optimistic of the ‘ultimate 
victory of the allies. What ap- 
pealed to Mr. Law was the dif- 
ferent manners in which London 
and Paris, took the war. In Lon- 
don the people went on their way 
unruffled except from ‘he occas- 
ional scare of aeroplane attacks, 
In Paris, on the, pa hand, the 
people were ager and excited, 
but the same determination was 
noticeable beneath the fronts of 
the people.
